In not a 


few instances, moreover, the operatives aro 
Ihe owners of the houses iu which they live. 


Although these mills have beeu built with 


the money of the people of Fall liiver them- 
selves, it must be evident that so many vast 
enterprises could not be started and carried 
on to completion iu so short a time, without 
a considerable amount of financiering. 
For 


not n little therefore of the success which 
has attended it, Fall Kiver is indebted to its 
principal bankers, Messrs. Eastou *t Milue. 
Commanding largo capital, cautious, enter, 
prising, aud far-seeing, owuers aud O0icers 
iu mills, they havo bridged over many a dif- 
ficulty, and have gained for themselves a 
reputation for sound judgment, fertility of 
resourco, and a keen sense of houor, which 
are among the proudest possessions of man- 
kind. 


To keep all these mills- going requires no 


sninll amount of cotton—something like 
l;',0.000 bales a year, and the hnuse to which 
I have referred are also extensive cotton 
merchants. In supplying the mills, 
how- 


ever, they are aided by another large cotton 
house, Messrs. B. F. Hamlall & Co., 
thp 


head of which recently removed from New 
York to Fall Kiver. 


Among the other advantages possessed by 


this busy and wealthy city is a watering 
place of its own, about which the Full Kiv- 
criaus havo hitherto, with the selfishness of 
human nature, said as little as possible, in 
order that they might keep it entirely for 
themselves. 


A glance at the map will show that Fait 


Kiver stands on tho boundary line between 
ilassachuseets aud Khode Island.

On tho other side of the Hue in Khode 


Island is the town of Tiverton. named two 
hundred years ago for the borough of 
English Devonshire, which for thirty years 
was represented iu the House of Commons 
by T.ord Palmerstou.

point extends from tho island of Khodo 
Island towards tho main land, in continua- 
tion of which was built long ago a stono 
bridge, which connects tho island with Tiv- 
orton. 


Directly opposite this bridge on tho Tiv- 


orton side is tho l,awton House, named for 
the owner o£ it, Sir. Asa Lawtou, one of the 
pioneers of California, nnd a distant relative 
of tho Lawton Blackberry-or rather tho 
Blackberry Lnwton—and kept by his broth- 
er, Mr. Oeo. P. Lawton.

A WORD ABOUT HOUSES.—Hay and oatr- 


rnako tho boat feed for 
horses tlmt are 


obliged to work hard mid regularly. ( 
If tho 


hay is cut fine, aud the oats bruised or 
ground, the whole mixed and moistened, tho 
horse will eat his rations quicker, digest 
them sooner, aud thus havo more time for 
resting and renewing his power for labor. 
Farmers' horses thnt work litllo during Win- 
ter time may bo kept cheaper by_ cutting 
and mixing bright straw and hay in equal 
quantities, nud adding n ration of nteamed 
potatoes or raw carrots. Colts should bo fed 
liberally on good hay—bright clover is best 
—aud bruised oats ; give them a roomy box 
stall in stormy weather r.nd during nights. 
Litter freely, do not let the manure accumu- 
late uiidcr them. 
Sawdust or spout tan 


makes good and convenient bedding ; in 
cities and villages they are often cheaper 
than straw. 
Groom horses well, nnd lot 


them havo exercise every Any; 
fi run in tho 


yard is excellent. See that stable Hoots over 
basements are sound and strong. 
Arrange 


the feeding racks so that the dust mid hay- 
seed will not fall into horses' manos or eyes; 
some horsemen build their maugors too high, 
thus forcing tho anuinml to tnko au unnatu- 
ral nnd painful position when eating. Farm 
horses that nre not worked should have their 
shoes tftkeu off, nud those thnt nro driven 
on tho road should be kept well shod.

Tho next atop 
is to ascertain the pedigree of the clams, 
aud if it can ba shown that any one of thoi;o 
offered for tho occasion is not lineally de- 
scendants from clams which were born in 
and brought up out of New Egnhmd waters, 
it is instantly mid iguommiously rejected.

Tho clams lake kiudly to their 
old companions in salt water, greedily im- 
bibing tho moisture from the seaweed and 
are thus gradually steamed, until they be- 
come so juicy, succulent nud tender, that 
they hardly need to be chewed in order to 
bo digested. 


The clambake of yesterday may bo called 


a classical clambake, since tho tables were 
set under a long Hue of silver poplars, of the 
kind mentioned so often in the verses of 
Horace aud of Virgil. Thirsty and fastidious 
creatures, they seldom Jiud a homo to their 
liking. But these poplars show by their 
lofty aud wide spreading branches nut! 
abundant foliage, that they nro as weU con- 
touted with tlieir situation ns the inmates oJ 
tbo house iu the grounds of which they 
stand. 


Tho guests as they partook of the good 


cheer, iaimlesl the delicious air feasted their 
ayes ou the cuavmiug landscape which lay 
before them, and, as the shadows lengtboii 
eel, watched with delight a sky, like those 
which glow on the canvas of Turner and o 
01 nud. 


In the twilight some gentlemen with rich 


manly voices, sang old ballads on tho green 
Later there was a dauce, without formality 
and the evening closed with a pleasant sup 
per.
